Shopping centre delay 
has c left town in limbo’

AN MP has criticised the owner of the 
Grosvenor Centre for leaving the town in 
‘limbo’. 

Brian Binley, MP for Northampton South, 
said he expected Legal & General (L&G) to 
have come forward with plans for the town 
centre site by now. 

Last June, leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, David Mackintosh, called for urgent 
talks with L&G after it was announced it was 


delaying improvement works as the scheme 
was not ‘economically viable’. 

Then in September L&G told the Herald & 
Post it had spent £150,000 on consultants and 
architects to come up with new plans for the 
centre which would be made public in January. 

This week the demolition process at 
Greyfriars Bus Station began - which was 
originally intended to pave the way for the 
Grosvenor Centre to be extended. 

Mr Binley said: “I met with Legal & General 
at the end of last year and I was rather more 
hopeful that this would have progressed. 


“I know negotiations are in a delicate posi¬ 
tion but the really bad thing about it is that 
where as I had understood that plans would be 
submitted, we have been told that on a 
number of occasions since 1999, when they 
took ownership of the property, and each time 
we are given the impression it will happen. 

“I am dissapointed that this hasn’t happened 
and I am especially disappointed, having met 
with L&G, that they seem very genuine with 
me and I made the point that we wanted to 
help them to achieve what they wanted to 
achieve. 


“What isn’t acceptable is they are keeping 
the town in limbo. The town centre is very 
important to the town, as I am sure it is to 
L&G. 

“They accepted responsibility. As stake¬ 
holders they don’t seem to realise, as much as 
I would like them to, what this means to the 
town. 

“The really bad bit is them keeping us in 
limbo as to whether the organisation is able to 
make an investment decision or if they will 
decide not to make an investment

Rent is on 
the up for 
council’s

‘wonderful’ Tony

A CYCLIST who died following a 
road traffic collision has been 
described as a ‘wonderful 
character’ by his boss. 

Rob Bennett, director at Scot 
Bennett Engineering Ltd in 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton, paid 
a heartfelt tribute to 52-year-old 
machinist Tony Pickering who 
died following a collision with a 
people carrier at around 6.25am 
on Tuesday in Moulton Way, 
close to the fire station. 

Mr Bennett said: “He was a 
wonderful character. 

“He was reliable, always on 
time and a joy to work with. 

“Everyone at the factory is in a 
state of shock even 48 hours after 
his death. 

“I used to speak to him before 
he left in the evening on his bike 
and always told him to take care 
and watch out for the traffic.” 

Liberal Democrat opposition 
leader at the county council, 
Brendan Glynane, said he did 
feel for Mr Pickering’s family. 

His death brought the number 
of people who had died on the

county’s roads this year to four. 

In the past ten weeks 11 people 
have died on the roads in 
Northamptonshire. 

As a result of all these deaths, 
Cllr Glynane is calling for urgent 


action from the county council. 

He feels the scrutiny commit¬ 
tee should focus its attention on 
what can be done to reduce the 
number of incidents. 

He said: “This would be a good 
piece of work for the committee 
which can then come back with 
proper recommendations. 

“We should involve the police, 
borough councils, district coun¬ 
cils and the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents. 

“We could speak to other local 
authorities to see what they have 
done to reduce accidents and see 
if we can use their ideas. 

“Maybe we could put anti-skid 
on some of the roads or put in 
more road signs which collapse if 
hit during an accident. 

“I do not mind if it took a month 
or two months to look at this 
issue. 

“The county council needs to 
be seen to be doing something 
about road safety in the county”

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Ding murder suspect 
faces trial in summer

A PROVISIONAL trial date has 
been set for quadruple murder 
suspect Anxiang Du. 

Due to start on August 5, the 
date was set on Friday at 
Northampton Crown Court. 

The trial is expected to last for 
ten days. 

William Harbage QC informed 
the judge that due to the length 
of time Mr Du had been out of 
the country, the prosecution 
case was now at an advanced 
stage. 

Judge Rupert Mayo informed 
Mr Du’s solicitor, Shasha Nathan, 
that maximum credit for a guilty 
plea expired at the end of last 
Friday. 

Mr Du, 54, was told he faced 
four counts of murder of the 
Ding family {pictured). 

Jeff Ding, 46, Helen, 47 and 
daughters Xing ‘Nancy’, 18 and 
12-year-old Alice of Pioneer 
Close, Wootton, died at their 
home on the day of the Royal 
Wedding in April 2011. 

There was no indication at the 
hearing of how Mr Du would 



plead. He was arrested at 
Heathrow Airport last 
Wednesday afternoon after 
flying back from Casablanca. He 
had been extradited from 
Morocco. 

Mr Du was arrested in the 
north African country last luly. 

He had been living on a build¬ 
ing site in Tangier and was 


surviving on handouts from 
workers there. He had been in 
the country for 14 months. 

His picture and details were 
released to the media on May 3, 
2011 - two days after the bodies 
of the Ding family were found at 
their home. 

A plea and case management 
hearing was set for May 7.

Battle plan to map 
out town’s history

THE Battle of Northampton is 
set to be top of a historical 
agenda in the town. 

During the next few months a 
team of experts will be taking a 
closer look at the site of the fight 
which took place in the grounds 
of Delapre Abbey in 1460. 

It was one of the major 
conflicts in the War of the Roses 
with as many as 45,000 people 
involved in the fighting either 
for the House of York or House of 
Lancaster. 

The battle was observed from 
the Queen Eleanor Cross by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and it 
may also have seen the first use 
of artillery in warfare on English 
soil. 


Northampton Borough 
Council has commissioned a 
study to help planners in pro¬ 
tecting one of our town’s histori¬ 
cal assets. 

Conservation specialists LUC 
will be developing a 
Conservation Management Plan 
for the site of the Battle of 
Northampton. 

They will be working with two 
local specialists, battlefield 
archaeologist Glenn Foard and 
landscape archaeologist Tracey 
Partida. 

In the summer, the team will 
make a number of recommen¬ 
dations about what should be 
done to protect the battlefield 
and preserve it for future gener¬ 
ations. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, 
Northampton Borough Council’s 


cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion, enterprise and planning 
said: “Last year saw a real inter¬ 
est in our town’s rich history. 

“We uncovered sections of our 
castle, announced plans for a 
heritage gateway, continued to 
restore Delapre Abbey and 
discussed how we could do more 
to recognise the importance of 
our battlefield site. 

“Our town is steeped in 
history. So I am delighted that 
we are starting to bring this all 
together for residents and visi¬ 
tors who want to discover the 
story of Northampton.” 

Next month there will be a 
meeting to discuss the future of 
the Battlefield site, this will be 
an opportunity to bring together 
local experts, historians and 
other interested groups. 


Help to shape the development of Nene Valley 


A SURVEY is set to be launched 
to discover where people’s 
favourite place is in the Nene 
Valley. 

As part of the new “Nene 
Valley Nature Improvement 
Area” initiative (NIA) set up last 
year, a partnership including 
the RSPB, the Wildlife Trust, the 
University of Northampton, 

River Restoration Centre and 
local councils have set up an 
online questionnaire to record 


answers to questions like: How 
often do you visit sites in the 
Nene Valley? And where do you 
go most often - and why? 

Colin Wilkinson, RSPB conser¬ 
vation officer for 
Northamptonshire, emphasised 
how important it is for people 
to get involved. 

He said: “Finding out what 
local people value in the Nene 
Valley - whether it’s peace and 
quiet in a bird hide or the 


chance to burn off some energy 
on an adventure assault course 
- is really important to the NIA 
partnership. 

“If we can get a good 
response to this survey, the 
results can help shape the 
range and quality of facilities 
provided in future. The NIA 
partners are still just as inter¬ 
ested in their views.”

Throughout Europe cows, pigs, sheep, chick¬ 
ens and horses are routinely transported 
hundreds of miles across borders crammed 
into suffocating trucks with no access to food 
or water only to be killed at the end of their 
journey. 

The flesh is stripped from their bones, much 
of it processed into huge frozen cubes, and 
then repeatedly traded across the continent 
before being mixed into cheap burgers and 
mince. 

This is the reality of the modern meat indus¬

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Axeman hunted for 
cash box robberies

TWO armed robberies where a 
cash box was stolen by a man 
carrying an axe are being linked 
by police. 

The two incidents happened 
on Thursday and Friday last 
week and in both cases the axe- 
wielding offender made his 
escape on the back of a red 
motorbike.

Cops use eBay to sell 
drug trafficking plane

THE police are hoping to raise at 
least £12,000 by selling a plane 
used by drugs traffickers on 
eBay. 

The microlight aircraft, which 
was used to fly cocaine with a 
street value of £1.7 million into 
the county, is being sold under 
the Misuse of Drugs Act. 

The plane is listed on the online 
auction site with a reserve of 
£12,000 and it is thought to be 
the first time a force has seized 
an aeroplane under the Act and 
progressed to selling it. 

It is common for the police to 
sell criminals’ cars. 

It was confiscated by officers 
during an investigation into an 


organised crime gang - which 
concluded last November with 
the convictions of six men for a 
total of 37 years. 

Northamptonshire Police and 
Crime Commissioner, Adam 
Simmonds, said: “I believe this 
may be the first time a force in 
the country has seized an aero¬ 


plane and is in a position to sell 
it, so this is a great result for us.” 

The money from the sale of the 
plane can be used for policing 
activities and community pro¬ 
jects.

Sporty elegance brings 
romance into Giulietta 


THE romance of the Alfa Romeo brand is 
well documented and it’s a cold-hearted 
individual who wouldn’t feel a flutter of 
excitement at the thought of the beguiling 
little sportscars that Alfa once churned out 
bubbling with its own inimitable zest and 
passion. 

In more recent times, the reality has been 
somewhat different with the Italian firm 
struggling to revisit past glories. 

There have been strong signs of a come¬ 
back though and it would only take one 
major hit to put Alfa Romeo back on top. 
Could the Giulietta be that car? 

The engine technology Alfa has come out 
with over recent years can stand compari¬ 
son with the very best. 

A 120bhp 1.4TB engine kicks things off 
and above that, is another 1.4 that’s also 
turbocharged but additionally has the 
sophisticated MultiAir valve-timing system 
helping it up to 170bhp. 

For the high performance range-topper, 
there’s an even cleverer petrol unit, the 
1750 TBi. Through a whole series of high 
tech innovations, Alfa has managed to 
squeeze 235bhp from this 1.75-litre engine 
which is a remarkable feat. 

The diesels will inevitably be popular and 
the Giulietta has a 105bhp 1.6-litre and a 
170bhp 2.0-litre on offer. 

Both use the JTDm second-generation 
common-rail injection configuration and 
while they might not be as energetic as the 
petrols, neither efficiency nor muscle will 
be in short supply. 

Even when Alfa’s products have left 


something to be desired in the build or 
engineering departments, they’ve invariably 
looked great. 

The Giulietta certainly looks to have the 
stance, proportions and detailing to turn a 
head or two and its sporty elegance should 
be a big draw in a family hatch market that 
isn’t overly endowed with pretty cars. 

The fact that this is a five-door hatch is 
neatly disguised by rear door handles 
hidden in the C-pillars. 

At the front, the famous triangular grille is 
given plenty of space to breathe with the 
air-intakes cut low and the headlamps, 


complete with daytime running lights, 
pushed out to the corners. 

At 4350mm long and 1800mm wide, the 
Giulietta is one of the larger models in the 
family hatch class. 

That’s given Alfa’s designers a little more 
room to execute those sleek lines without 
impinging on practicality inside. 

The 350-litre boot is competitive and Alfa 
has built a range of storage options into the 
cabin. On plusher models, the navigation 
screen pops up from the top of the dash, 
putting key information in the driver’s eye 
line.

NORTHANTS’ Ben Duckett is keen 
to put a disappointing winter tour 
to South Africa with England 
behind him when he joins up with 
his county teammates for the pre¬ 
season tour to Barbados.

Duckett, 18, is now preparing for 
the 12-day trip to Barbados on 
Monday, March 11 as Northants 
prepare for the new season. 

He will be reunited with his 
England colleagues in the summer 
as they prepare to host Pakistan 
and Bangladesh in August. 

“It is always a good thing to 
bounce back and the tri series is an 
ideal opportunity to do that,” 
Duckett said. 

The Stowe School pupil is still jug¬ 
gling his studies and trying to carve 
out a career as a professional crick¬ 
eter. 

“It is tough, but when there is a 
tour or a match it always comes 
before school,” Duckett said. 

“But when I come back to school I 
work extra hard to improve my 
grades.”

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE’S Capital 
One Cup final assistant referee 
Stuart Burt says he was close to 
tears at the final whistle in his sec¬ 
ond appearance at Wembley. 

Burt, 32, was part of the team of 
officials that oversaw the match 
between Bradford City and 
Swansea on Sunday afternoon. It 
was his second appearance on the 
field of play at the home of English 
football having run the line in last 
year’s FA Cup final between 
Chelsea and Liverpool. 

“To have appeared at Wembley 
twice in the past nine months is a 
great achievement for me person¬ 
ally,” said Burt. “ 

It will stay with me forever. No 
one can ever take that away from 
me. 

“I’m fortunate that at the age of 
32 I’ve appeared in both major 
domestic finals in this country. I 
feel very privileged but at the same 
time I feel very lucky. 

“I will never forget upon the final 
whistle I was close to tears. When 
the final whistle goes, it’s just a 
weight off your shoulders.” 

Burt admitted to feeling the ten¬ 
sion of his second major domestic 
final appearance. 

“I always get nervous, I’m not 
afraid to say that,” he said. 
“Because of what’s at stake and the 
millions that are watching, if we 


make a mistake, it hurts us. I sup¬ 
pose with it being a cup final, you 
don’t want to make a mistake. You 
don’t want to be reflecting on one 
of the biggest games of your career 
thinking ‘oh I just wish I hadn’t 
have done that’.” 

The former Kingsthorpe Upper 
School student kept himself out of 
the spotlight as Swansea ran in 
five unanswered goals. 

“In the second half I didn’t have a 
lot to do but in the first half I was 
kept busy,” said Burt. 

“Fortunately, everything went 
well for us. There was a big deci¬ 
sion [the penalty] and it was called 
right on the day. 

“Overall, we are just really 
pleased with how the team perfor¬ 
mance went. We’re very proud.” 

Burt was also fifth official in the 
2011 FA Cup final yet a third suc¬ 
cessive appearance at the famous 
stadium still came as a shock. 

“It was nice to get the phone call. 
I was on the way back from a mid¬ 
week game at Everton the follow¬ 
ing morning,” he said. 

“They rang me and said, ‘What 
are you doing on 24th February?’. 
My mind wasn’t with it and I said, 
‘Nothing, I don’t think’. 

“They asked if I wanted to do a 
game in London and I said ‘Oh 
what game is it?’ I just obviously 
didn’t twig what it was until he 
said the Capital One Cup final.” 

Burt could make another appear¬ 
ance at Wembley this season in 
either the FA Cup semi-final or the 
Championship play-off final.
